When he awoke at 5:40 the drowsy look that char- 
acterized him Tuesday seemed to have entirely 
disappeared. He said he bad rested well. 
and talked in a clear, strong voice very 
cheerfully. The loss of the drowsy, dull 
look of the eyes is attributed by Dr. Pierce, one 
of the regulars, to the fact that the water had 
operated on his blood, but was now beginuing to 
circulate freely again. He drank 12 ounces of 
water vesterday, and about twenty ounces to- 
day. The faster's condition, physically. during 
the day was remarkably encouraging, and cer- 
tainly gave no symptoms of the near approach 
of death. His temperature was 98 deg., and his 
pulse registered 98 beats to the minute, 
while his respiration was recorded at eighteen.

ALIVE WITH BNTHUSIASM.

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Gen. Garfield’s ideas are very clearly ex- 


pressed, and embrace (1) the belief that Con- 


gress should pass proper legislation regulat- 
ing the tenure of office in the Civil Service 
and otherwise assisting the Executive in 
plaemg the service upon a better basis; 
(2) that such legislation should not establish 
the same rigid system which prevails in the 
army and navy; and (3) that the Executive, 
who is required to appoint men to office in all 
sections of the country without personal 
knowledge of their qualifications, should 
seek information and advice from those fa- 
miliar with the communities where appoint- 
ments are made. All this is in keeping with 
the platform adopted by the Chicago Con- 
vention and in the spiritof practical Civil- 
Service reform. 

Every effort that has been made in the di- 
rection of reforming the Civil Service has 
met with hindrances and embarrassments in 
the absence of legislative authority for the 
establishment and maintenance of proper 
regulations. Geruine, radical, and perma- 
nent reform must come from Congress, It 
is not in the nature of things that such effort 
should originate with the officeholding elass, 
nor in the power of any President to insti- 
tute reform measures that shall endure and 
be binding upon his suceessors. Oivil-Service 
reform in Great Britain was achieved 
through Parliament, and is now fixed by the 
law of precedent as firmly as by statute. 
Competitive examination, promotion for 
merit, and tenure of office during good be- 
havior are essential conditions to a thorongh 
and business like system of Civil Service; 
but they can only be secured through legis- 
lative enactment. This fact is fully recog- 
nized in the Republican, platform, which de- 
mands the codperation of the Legislative 
with the Executive Department of the Gov- 
ernment, and that Congress shall so legislate 
that fitness, ascertained by proper practical 
tests, shall admit to the public service.” Gen. 


Garfield makes a similar demand, 


It was proper and timely for Gen. Garfield 
to point out in his letter of acceptance that, 
while he demanded legislation for the im- 


favor of the same’ régime which governs the 
army and navy. A similar system applied to 
the Civil Service might prove to be as embar- 
rassing and impracticable as the present sys- 
tem is loose and irresponsible. Then promo- 
tions could only be made in the line of senior- 
ity without regard to merit or skill, and 
removals would be possible only after 
trial and conviction for misbehavior or in- 
competence before some tribunal eorrespond- 
ing to a court-martial. Such rules would be 
unbusinesslike, and might do more injury to 
the efficiency of the Civil Service than the 
present wide discretion intrusted to the Ex- 
ecutive or the evils of Congressional dicta- 
tion. What is needed is the establishment of 
fitness and permanence in the Government 
service to prevent wholesale and summary 
removals and improper appointments toserve 
partisan interests. 
When Gen. Garfield says that the 8

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THE CiTY-WATER SUPPLY. 
The City Engineer has addressed a letter 


creased consumption of water. He states 
that the present consumption equals seven- 
eighths of the capacity of all the pumping- 
works; that for the week ‘ending July 11 the 
average daily consumption was 62,500,000 gal- 
lons, and on Saturday “last the quantity 
pumped reached 66,000,000 gallons,—the rate 
during portions of the day rising to $0,000,000 
gallons. The present pipe system equals 450 
miles, and is increasing every year. The total 
pumping capacity at present is 100,000,000 
gallons per day, and the Engineer therefore 
asks that the machinery necessary to com- 
plete the West Side pumps _— accord- 
ing to the original design be ordered 
at once, because, as it will require two years 
to have the engines built and put in place, 
the possible supply of water will be in the 
meantime exhausted, and in ease of acci- 
dent the suffering may be severe. The Mayor 
in presenting this communication to the 
Council repeated the recommendations of 
the Engineer and appealed to the Council 
for authority to contract for the additional 
machinery. 

The recommendation that the additional 
machinery to complete the West Side Water- 
Works be contracted fer is of itself proper 
enough, and the Council might well pass

The present pumps are located (1) at the | 
northeast line of the city on Chicago ave- 
nue; (2) the other at the junction of Ash- 
land avenue and Twenty-second street, 
From these two points the force is given to 
supply the water to all the other parts of the 
city, including the northwest, the southeast, 
and the central portions. The central part 
ot the city—that is, central in the mat 
ter of consumption of water for me- 
chanical and all other purposes—lies 
midway” between these pumps. In case 
of extensive fires, the same section would 
need the most vigorous supply of water. The 
force, then, needed to furnish the greatest 
body of water when it is most demanded 


is weakest where it should be the strongest. 
This anomaly was pointed out in the report 


we have mentioned, and the remedy proposed 


was that a third pumping-establishment 
should be provided as near the centre of the 
city as might be found most advantageous, 
that the power and force given by the engines 
might be distributed from the centre as well 
as from the extremities, and thus equalized. 
in all parts of the city. The question of in- 
creasing the capacity, and of supply-force 
where the supply is most needed and 
is now weakest, and of relieving the 
existing works, which without such cen- 
trally located works must always be 
strained to their full capacity, was pre- 
sented with a clearness that was irresistible 
to any mind at all familiar with the sub- 
ject. That recommendation, so practical in 
itself and so economoical in every sense, 
was disregarded by the Mayor, either through 
indifference or because his mind was ex- 
clusively occupied by the comparatively 
trivial matter of buying an extra engine for 
the West Side works. If this third pump 
were established in the South Division, 
within a reasonable circle. of distance from 
the Court-House, and the force distributed 
from that point, the reduction of friction in 
the distribution of water from the extremes 
of the city would enable the present works 
to supply as great a volume of water as now 
with a reduced expenditure of power. 

As the Committee of the Council have this

The President gave a grand 
military dinner, and Gambetta and other Re- 
publican statesmen gave large and brilliant 
receptions. The theatres and music-halls 


provided at@factive entertainments. The 


great conductor, Pasdeloup, at the head of 
an immense orchestra, gave open-air con- 
eerts. The military display was a gorgeous 
one. The whole city was given over to pa- 
geant, and feasting, and general jubilation, 
and thousands upon thousands of people 
flocked from every part ef France to attend 
the féte and participate in the general re- 
joieing. 

As compared, with our republican sim- 
plicity,‘at first sight this great display ap- 
pears childish and perhaps-unnecessary ; but 
it must be remembered that the French peo- 
ple are more excitable than we, and are 
childish in their enjoyment of such celebra- | 
tions. The Napoleons retained their strong- 
hold upon French loyalty with magnificent 
‘spec tacles that entertained the people. 
these appeals to their love of show they 
blinded the people to their personal grasp of 
power amd made them forget thé evils of their 
rule. Remembering how a little buncombe 
and sensation in the way of patriotic specta- 
cle will attract our own people, is it re- 
markable that the more excitable and 
mercurial French people should rush to 
the enjoyment of this féte, which 
was intended to symbolize to them the glory 
and power of their republican form of gov- 
ernment, and to show to them that the Re- 
public as well as the Monarchy is ready to 
amuse, and entertain, and illustrate its power 
with all the pomp of pageants and the enthu- 
siasm of public displays? The pageants of 
the Napoleons were typieal of pexsonal pow- 
er and vi¢tories.. The present fete celebrates 
the triumph of the people whose flags have 
not been humiliated by defeat, who have 


founded a Republic upon the rujns of Em- | 


pire, and have inaugurated an era of pros- 
perity and a strong Government immediately 
after crushing defeat bya foreign foe. The 
old flags which were lowered before the vic 
torious Germans are laid away, and on the 
new flags of the Republic there is as yet no 
stain. 

The strength.of the new Government is the 
idea which is sought to be impressed upon 
the French people and to kindle their pride 
and quicken their devotion tothe Republic the 
purpose of the fete. It is a test of its 
strength that it has granted amnesty to the 
exiled Communists and allowed them to re- 
turn and mingle with the great crowds in 
their rejoicings. It there is any danger from 
these men it proposes to meet iton its own 
ground. Certainly it was not a proof of its 
Strength to keep afew hundred of its citi- 
zens in exile, but on the other hand a proof of 
weakness, a confession of fear. It may be 
that it has committed a mistake in allowing 

them to return and in receiy- 

ing such agitators as Rochefort 
with municipal honors, but the people rose 
and stamped them out once, and in case, ot a 
renewal of their incendiary purposes they 
will do it more effectually the next time. So 
it was, after all, a wise stroke af Gambetta’s 

to open the gates of France to them and al- 
low them to return from their exile. It is. 
putting them under bonds to Keep the peace, 

If they violate them the punishment will be 
more terrible the next time. This test of 
strength, however, is offset by a testof weak- 
ness. While the Communists, guilty of 
many crimes, are returning, the Jesuits are 


. compelled to leave. There are no erimes 


upon their hands, nor have they conspired to 
break down the Government, It their influ- 
ence in the schools and educational estab- 
lishments was prejudicial to the Gor- 
ernment, it would have been wiser 
to have erected barriers against such 
an influence by, the spread of univer- 
sal and free education than to have forci- 
bly ejected a class of men who will speed- 
ily return and who cannot be suppressed 
by Governmental deerees, This is a weak 
spot in the administration of the Govern- 
ment,—an acknowledgment that it is afraid of 
Jesuit influence, and that it is either unable 
or unwilling to combat that influence. 

In this celebration there appears, there 
fore, a possible danger and a positive weak- 
nesg. The people of this country will hope 
that the French Republicans may prevent 
the one and make amends for the other.

District ot Louisiana and Texas in 1867 be 
excepted. That course showed that wt that 
time he sympathized with the late Rebels, and 
sought to ald Johnson in the anilification of 
the Reconstruction laws of Congress.

Hancoek will bein the hands of his party 
“as clay in the hands of the potter.“ And 
to be in the hands of the Demoeratic 
party is to be the servant of the 
Southern wing of it.— Wade Hampton, Ham- 
burg Butler, Lamar, Ben Hill, and Southern 
leaders of that ilk. Any Democratic Presi- 
dent must, to preserve his party, be subject 
to a line of policy dictated by these men; 
and — career in the only semi- 
civil position he ever held justifies the be- 
lief that it would be agreeable to him to be 
led by the Southern Brigadiers. The ques- 
tion for the conservative is, then, not who 
would best administer the Government in the 
Executive oftice,—Garfield or Hancock,—but 
which party would govern best, the Banu 
liean or the Democratic. 

The Republican party effectuated the re- 
sumption of specié-payments against the 
protest and active opposition of the Demo- 
eratic party. Will the conservative voter 
think it desirable to transfer the control of 
affairs from the party which aecomplished 
resumption to the party which bitterly op- 
posed it?

Will the conservative 
voter think it wise to take from the Repub- 
lican party the power te execute these 
wholesome enactments, and transfer it to

For ten years the Republican party has 
protected the Treasury against Rebel claims.

A Chamber of Werebrsi Unknown to 


And a Positive W the Boasted 
; Civilization of the Age, 


The Urgent Necessity for a New and Decent 
Dead-House, 


Near the corner of Wentworth avenue and 
Eighteenth streot, under the shadow of what 
once was the County Hospital, is a narrow one- 
story ramsbackie building of crumbling brick, 
whose windows are innocent of glass in half 
their sashes and whose doors are lockless save 
one—a building that at first glance might ap- 
pear to be a Retreat for Indigent Swine—aad 
this is the Morgue“ of the City of Chicago, 
agreeably to the announcement made upon a 
small sign painted in black and nailed iu an iu- 
offensive position just over the one door with a 
lock to it. 

A TRIBUNE reporter went yesterday to exam- 
ine the condition of things without end within 
this important institution. There was no sign 
of human life about—but in a,pool of staguant 
water flanking the buiiding there were frequent 
animalcule that thrived uponsthe rotting scum 
covering it, and swarms of flies that passed 
in and out the windows as busily and 
often as bees to and from a popuious 
hive: Retracing his steps, after having 
been assured by an exhalation that the 
small sign over the door was truthful in testify - 
ing that the Morgue was there or thereabouts.

BETTER IMAGINED THAN DESCRIBED. 

The fourth was water-saaked and not so pestif- 
erous. The room reeked with vapors that stewed 
up from the sodden masses. under the stimulus 
of the heat. From the head of the railpoud’s 
victim biood trickled, red and frothing. From 
the mouth and eyes and nose of the other, liquid 

itrescenee od., crawled down the Cheek and 
throat in sluggish sireams that moved like a

Over the tables were pipes which depen 
fromm the ceiling. and were evidently Euaued 
to keep streams of water playing upon the 
dead, but they were notjn use. An open faucet 
in the corner rau a steady stream, but to what 
end could not be ciphered. 

* Don't you ever put ice on them?" asked the 
reporter. . 

„O. yes,—there’s some coming,” wag the Gen- 
eral’s re ply. Sure enough, it was at the door. 
The huge blocks were brought in, cut into 
masses weighing about thirty pounds, and two 
of these placed on each body—one on the breast, 
one upon the thighs. The disturbed flies rose in 
angrily buzzing clouds, circled around to the 
tune of baritone expostulations, and then 
settled again in biack and murmurous showers 
to their louthsome meal, literally masking the 
faces of the corpses they chose. course, in a 
short time the ice would melt uneyenly, slip 
from the eminence where it roosted 80 
gingerly, and come crashing to the ftoor 
to dilute and make puddies of 
the gangrenous filth there,—but no matter. Ive 
bad been placed upon the bodies; if it fell off, 
who was to blame? The blocks placed on those 
in the boxes would do the work better, for there 
they couldn't slip.—but it happily was so that 
neither of the corpses in the boxes were far 
gone yet; the two that needed refrigeration 
most were upon the tables.
